TALKED OF BUYING HOTEL 


Client Alleges He Gave Attorney 
Check for $500 and Deal 
Failed to Materialize. 


Censtantino Vincent Riccardi, a young 
attcrney who lives at the Buckingham 
Hotel and flourished in the gay life of 
the West End cabaret circuit, was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon at the 
Mvehlbach Hotel in Kansas City on a 
charge of eribezzlement by bailee. He 


Rear Admiral Pond was ashore at the 
time of the explosion. The weather con- 
tinues very bad. 

A wireless dispatch today from the 
United States gunboat Castine, which 
put to sea when the storm broke, said 
the vessel was cruising in front of the 
harbor. .

Three of the wounded of the Memphis’ 
engineer force died today. The bodies 
will be sent. home. 

The Memphis probably will be a total 
loss. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Incomplete 
advices to the Navy Department early 
today indicated that between 20 and 3 
American bluejackets lost their lives 
yesterday when the armored cruiser 
Memphis was driven ashore in a sudden 
tropical storm at San Domingo City. 
The full report from Rear Admiral Pond 
on casualties is expected hourly. 
The Navy Department was calling the 
hospital ship Solace by radio today to 
send her to the scene of the disaster. 
She was somewhere in thé vicinity of 
Santo Domingo. The transport Dixie, 
from Vera Cruz to Key West, with 
Luis Cabrera, head of the Mexican com- 
mission, also will be intercepted and:-sent 
to take aboard the survivors of the 
Memphis. 

--~ Sm Had Been “smooth, 

In his first message last night Rear 
Admiral Pond said the ship would be a 
total loss. The Réar Admiral himseif 
went ashore two hours before the storm, 
and his report lays stress upon the fact 
that the sea was unusually smooth at 
that time. He stated also that 2 men 
of a liberty party were overteken by 
the storm as they returned to the ship 
and were drowned. 

Rear Admiral Pond’s second message 

showed the Memphis had gotten up 
steam and probably would have escapei 
to sea had not the main steam pipe 
burst. Nearly all the injured were 
scalded. 
The muster roll was on board in the 
safe, the second message said. “Only 
incomplete muster has therefore been 
made. Will have exact muster made 
early in morning and report missing. No 
casualties among officers. Capt. Beach 
last to leave ship,’’ 

The gunboat Castine narrowly escaped 
the same fate as the Memphis. She 
was dragged toward shore by the storm, 
bit finally got up sufficient steam to 
make her way to sea, with steering gear 
disabled and every lifeboat smashed. Ad- 
miral Pond reported the Castine safz 
and under control. 

Rear Admiral Pond’s second message 

follows: ‘ 
“All hands off the Memphis. Capt. 
Beach was the last to leave the ship. 
When the storm struck, steam was up 
and main engines working, but main 
steam line burst. Cause unknown. 
Those near too seriously injured to be 
questioned. Two officers injured but 
will recover. One enlisted man dead, 
five seriously injured and 67 slightly in- 
jured, mostly in engineer's force. Sev- 
eval men missing, probably drowned.”’ 
The navy tug Potomac which left San 
Domingo City for Port Palenque at 1:30 
p. m. yesterday just before the storm 
broke is thought to be safe although 
there is no word from her. 


Warned of Storm. 
Rear Admiral Benson, at the 


Navy Department, explained that 
the construction -of the Memphis is 
such that she probably would withstand 
@ great amount of pounding, allowing 
for rescue of those aboard. He said he 
was puzzled over how the accident oc- 
curred, since officers of the ship had 
been warned early in the day of ap- 
proach of a tropical storm. 

The Memphis formerly was the Ten- 
lessee. Her name was changed May 2% 
last. Recently she has been doing duty 
in San Domingo waters in connection 
with the revolution. 

She is of 14,500 tons and has a horse- 
power of 23,000. Her complement is 990 
men. She is the flagship of the cruiser 
force of the United States Atlantic 
fleet.

Was Indicted in Los Angeles. 

Several weeks ago the Bar Association 
began investigating Riccardi’s career in 
Indianapolis and Los Angeles, before his 
coming here a year ago. It Was ascer- 
tained that Riccardi! was indicted in Los 
Angeles for embezzlement, that he fled 
to Monte Carlo, and later, in 1914, re- 
turned from Europe and, surrendered in 
Les Angeles. On the eve of his trial 
there the prosecuting witness, a woman, 
d'sappeared, and since has not been 
heard of. The charge was dismissed, 
and a second indictment was returned, 
but efforts to find the missing witness 
have been futile. 

When Riccardi appeared on the cab- 
aret circuit, some of.the best known 
young men about town noted that he 
was a fastidious dresser, that he in- 
variably handed out monogram ciga- 
rettes from a silver or gold case, that he 
was a man of suave and courteous man- 
ners and that he had an automobile 
painted in gay colors. They also noted 
that he changed his suits about three 
times a day and had a plentiful ward- 
robe. 

Gradually, as his acquaintance among 
men widened, he was introduced in the 
cafes to young women of-some wealthy 
and socially prominent families. It was 
not long before he was seen as the ¢s- 
cort of some of them. 

Among them was a’ young woman of 
high social standing, living on Lindell 
boulevard, and it is said that he recent- 
ly had boasted that he was engaged to 
marry her. Another of his acquaintances 
was the daughter of a high city offi- 
cial. 

Some of Riccardi’s troubles began, 
when Sidney Francis, son of the Ambas- 
sador to Russia, introduced him to 
George D. Little, an attorney and mem- 
ber of a family socially prominent. 
Riccardi induced Little to take an of- 
fice adjoining his own law office, but 
Little moved again after a week. Little 
had learned of Riccardi’s career in Los 
Angeles, and shortly afterward former 
Judge Daniel G. Taylor, for the Bar As- 
sociation, began making an inquiry into 
Riccardi’s adventures on the Coast. This 
investigation is still under way. 

CHents Make Complaints. 

The complaint upon which Riccardi 
was arrested was made yesterday after- 
noon by John~Beltram of #22 North 
Newstead avenue. He was accompanied 
to the Circuit Attorney’s office by Sarpy 
Noonan, a lawyer, and by Anthony Can- 
zonari of 5009 Shaw avenue, who has 
been employed in Riccardi’s law office 
because of his wide acquaintance among 
the Italian population in Southwest St. 
Louis, known as “Dago Hill.” 

An hour before Beltram’s appearance, 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Thomas had 
been in conference with a number of 
Italians who had been Riccardi’s clients. 
They were accompanied by the Rev. 
Father Caesar Spigardi, pastor of St. 
Charles Borromeo Church, who acted as 
interpreter. A woman complained that 
Riccardi had represented her in the sale 
of her property for $800, and that thus 
far she had received only $25 cash, al- 
though she had seen Riccardi receive the 
money. She got from Riccardi some pa- 
pers, the {mport of which she did not 
comprehend. She was told to bring the 
papers in the case to the Circuit Attor- 
ney's office. 

Father Spigardi said Riccardi had in- 
sisted upon donating an automobile for 
a carnival given at the Coliseum last 
winter by Father Spigardi’s church. 
Atterward, the priest said, Riccardi de- 
manded $300 for the machine, and rather 
than have any trouble about it the 
priest paid that sum. 

Beltram’s complaint was that he had 
represented John Mussatto of Christo- 
pher, Ill, in many deals. On June 2 
last, with Mussatto, he was in Riccar- 
di’s office. His story of what happened 
was that Riccardi told that he was pro- 
moting a stock company to take over 
Hotel Beers, and that prospective pur- 
chasers of stock were putting their 
money into trustee’s hands. Mussatto 
did not care to invest. 

Assistant Returus Letter. 

Riccardi, to show how firmly he be- 
lieved in the project, announced that 
he was going to invest $2000 of his own 
money. Accordingly, he wrote a check 
for that amount, placed it in an en- 
velope addreased to Anthony Cansonari, 
and explained that Canzonari was “a

ESCAPING CONVICTS 


HIDE A WHOLE DAY 


INSIDE THE PRISON 


Two at Jefferson City Have 
Place Provisioned and Go 
Through Hole in Wall. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 30.—The es- 
cape, a week ago, of two convicts was 
made known today by the prison of- 
ficials, following the discovery of the 
manner of getting their freedom. Work- 
men building the new wall found under 
the temporary board floor of-one of the 


guard towers a hole large enough for 
two men to hide in. The escape of the 
two men preceded that of four who got 
away Friday night. 

The two men had dug the hole in the 
earth, stocked it with provisions and 
water and lay there during the next 
day, until the search for them had been 
abandoned, when they made their exit 
from the prison by means of a large 
hole in the wall in which they had left 
a loose stone. 

The two men were Phillip Walling- 
ton and Fred King, sent here from Jack- 
son County for burglary, Feb. 19, 1915, 
to serve 10 and 15 years respectively. 
Bloodhounds were used in trying to trail 
the convicts, but they would not leave 
the wall. Their actions, which were con- 
sidered peculiar, were explained by dis- 
covery of the cache yesterday. 

The four men who escaped Friday 
night sawed a lock and scaled the wall, 
after deluding a watchman into the be- 
lief that they were electricians working 
on the prison lighting system. Only 
one of the four was captured. He broke 
his leg getting over the wall and was 
unable to get more than a block from 
the prison. There have been 18 escapes 
from the prison within two months.

FREIGHT EMBARGO: 


EFFECTIVE ON ALL 
LINES IN 48 HOURS 


Revenues: to Be Cut One-Third 
by Perishable Goods Order, 
Officials Estimate. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—Railroads of the 
nation rushed preparations today to en- 
force the embargo on perishable freight. 
Shipments of livestock and perishables 
were refused by some roads. today; 
others issued warnings that perishable 
freight, which cannot reach its destina- 
tion by Saturday, will not be accepted. 

From Chicago, the greatest railroad 
center of the country, orders were 
flashed to ticket agents to inform pas- 
sengers that unless they reach their 
cestinations by Sunday night they would 
be subjected to “perplexing delays.”’ 

Big manufacturers and business houses 
swamped telegraph companies with mes- 
sages urging that their shipments be 
rushed.* Many of them authorized send- 
ing their orders by express. Several large 
commercial houses have already recalled 
their traveling representatives. 

Former Kmpioyesh May Return, 

Operating officials of many of the big 
railway systems speeded up plans to 
meéet the strike situation and private de- 
tective agencies engaged to employ ad- 
ditional help were urged to more activ- 
ity. Physical examination of thousands 
of former railroad men who, officials 
said, are willing to return to work, was 
hastened. 

Associated Press dispatches from all 
parts of the country indicated that with- 
in 48 hours, unless a delay in the strike 
is ordered, embargo orders will be ef- 
fective on practically every railroad in 
the country. 

What this means to traffic and reve- 
nues is said by railroad men to be shown 
by the statement of an official of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, which an- 
nounced an embargo on livestock and 
perishable freight last night. The of- 
ficial said that it would reduce the traffic 
of the road one third. 

Railroad men hoped that many mem- 
bers of the brotherhood would not obey 
the strike order. In fact, it was ru- 
mored that little if any pressure would 
be brought to bear on the older genera- 
tion of engineers and conductors whose 
seniority has placed them in well-paid 
positions, many of them with pensioned 
leisure not far away.

There were 
intimations that similar injunctions 
might be sued out in different parts of 
the country where the sentiment of the 
men is khown to be against the strike.

Do Not Expect Much Interference.

The lawyer laughed when told of the 
charge against him. He said he was 
fortified with statements of all his 
transactions, in the handwriting of his 
clients, and that he had done nothing 
wrong. 

He left St. Louis eight days ago, he 
said, taking his mother and an invalid 
brother to Boulder, Col. On his return 
he stopped at Denver and met H. Clay 
Bernard, a lawyer and old friend, who 
asked him to return to Kansas City 
with him in an auto. They reached 
Kansas City yesterday, and Bernard 
came on to St. Louls with Riccardi and 
the detective. Bernard said Riccardi 
was a graduate of Yale. He expressed 
confidence in, Riccardi’s integrity. 

Riccardi said Mussatto had been his 
client for seven months, and that if he 
wanted to settle with Mussatto he could 
present a bill for $1000 for legal services. 
The $500 check, he said,.was a personal 
loan from Mussatto. He would not dis- 
cuss in detail the loan. 

He boasted that he was handling 
“about all the Italian legal cases in the 
city,”” although he had been here only 
a short time. He told of having filed a 
$200,000 suit against Robert E. Nolker, 
President of the Aero Club, in behalf 
of Chiccolini, the opera singer, for dam- 
ages because Nolker mentioned the sin- 
ger in a divorce nretition. He also rep-

Italian, who killed Mounted Policeman 
Robers a few months ago. 

Riccardi is 28 years old and the son 
of the late Frederico Riccardi, baker 
in Utica, N. Y. Leaving Utica in 1909, 
afte: studying law in an office there, he 
was admitted to the bar at Indianapolis. 
Dispatches from Indianapolis say he be- 
came the attorney for the Italian Con- 
sul there, and managed to get into a 
sccial circle where he met and married 
Miss Caybelle Culver, daughter of Mrs. 
Charles T. Whitsett, who was the widow 
o2 a wealthy undertaker and philan- 
thropist. Their wedding was a social 
event. 


Riccardi had an office tn Indianapolis 
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with Police Judge Thomas C. Whalon 
and left Indianapolis suddenly in De- 
cember, 1913. Whalon took over the le- 
gal business for the Italian Consul, and 
said today that he has spent much time 
Straightening out the business left by 
Riccardi. 

The young lawyer next went to Los 
Angeles, accompanied by his wife. 
When he fled from Los Angeles to 
Monte Carlo, under indictment of em- 
bezzling $5000 from a client, his wife re- 
turned to Indianapolis and got a di- 
vorce. She has since remarried. 

A dispatch from Los Angeles said that 
Riccardi first gained notoriety there in 
1913. He left there at that time, pre- 
sumably for a trip through Yellowstone 
Park. His wife is said to have followed 
him to San Francisco, and there placed 
private detectives on his trail. When he 
reached Pasadena, on the return trip, he 
was discovered in a Pullman in company 
with a woman. A separation followed. 

In the Los Angeles offices occupied by 
Riccardi, a mara named Shaw ran a col- 
lecting agency. Shaw deserted his wife, 
who retained Riccardi to prosecute her 
husband on the grounds of desertion and 
non-support. Shaw was located aad ar- 
rested in Bakersfield. Riccardi went 
there and Shaw turned over to him some 
bonds valued at about $3500 for Mrs. 
Shaw. It is alleged Riccardi converted 
these bonds into cash and disappeared. 
He was indicted by the Federal grand 
jury on complaint of Shaw on a charge 
of embezzlemgnt. 

Riccardi was next heard of at Monte 
Carlo. Efforts to bring him back from 
Europe were unsuccessful. On July 
li, 1914, however, he wired Los Angeles 
from Vancouver, B. C., declaring his in- 
nocence and stating he intended to re- 
turn and face the charge. It is said 
he expected a reconciliation with his 
wife, but she had geen granted a di- 
vorce a few weeks prior for desertion. 

On Aug. 17, 1914, Riccardi arrived in 
Los Angeles and on the following day 
was arraigned in court on the embezzle- 
ment charge. Date for the hearing was 
set for Aug. 31. He was held in $5000 
bail, furnished by Italian friends. Mean- 
time Mrs. Shaw, the chief witness 
against Riccardi, disappeared. The case 
was dismissed. A second indictment on 
the same charge was returned and ef- 
forts made to locate the missing witness. 
Mrs. Shaw has not since been heard of. 

Riccardi also acted as attorney for 
two sisters in Pasadena and a misunder- 
standing over a $15,000 land deal arose 
and a civil suit was brought against 
the attorney and judgment secured.

Policemen saw the men on the truck 


holding revolvers and called to them not 
to fire into the crowd. But the men be- 
gan firing, and the policemen say they 
saw shots fired by Ryan and Florence, 
two of the men later arrested. Ryan ad- 
mitted that he fired shots, but said he 
did not fife until after he saw Amann, 
one of the men on the truck, struck by 
a brick. Florence denied firing, but said 
he saw the brick hit Amann. Dost, the 
driver, declared no shot was fired until 
after the throwing of missiles had be- 
gun, 

Policemen reported that the throwing 
of missiles at the men in the truck did 
not begin until after they had begun 
firing into the crowd. Sergt. McCor- 
mack said, however, that the brick 
which disabled ‘Amarin was thrown when 
the truck was running, 150 feet east of 
the place where it stopped. He saw no 
missiles thrown immediately before the 
firing began. 

D. C. Kerckhoff, president of.the Peve- 
ly Dairy Co., gave out a statement of the 
company’s version: -of--the- affair. He 
said the strikers who gathered near the 
dairy plant were not former employes 
of the Pevely Co., and that for that 
reason he refused to address them, al- 
though he learned from policemen that 
they were expecting a talk from him. 

He said the assembled strikers threw 
stones over a street car at the dairy, 
and that they took a horse belonging 
to the company away from a boy who 
it out for exercise. This 
horse was later recovered. Berause of 
these threatening demonstrat! ., Capt. 
Wilson of the Magnolia avenue station 
was in the dairy office, telephoning for 
reinforcements. when the truck arrived. 
Kerckhoff said that men in the crowd, 
as well as the men on tne truck, fired 
revolvers, and that one man wag seen 
firing from behind a signboard. No 
mention of this is made in the police 
reports on the case, which attribute all 
the shooting to the men on the truck. 
Kerckhoff also said no shot had been 
fired at the time that Amann was felled 
by a missile.

P. J, MORRIN HOME 
AFTER TWO YEARS 
IN PENITENTIARY 


Union Leader Convicted of Part 
in Dynamite, Plot, Says He 
Has No Complaint. 


Paul J. Morrin, structual iron worker 
and union official, who was convicted 
at Indianapolis of complicity in the iron 
workers’ dynamite conspiracy and sent 
Lo Leavenworth prison, is free and min- 
gling today with his friends, and if he 
feels bitterness it is hidden under the 
happy smile with which he meets their 
greeting. He has no word of complaint 
to utter of his stay at the prison or his 
treatment while there. 

Morrin was feleased yesterday morn- 
ing, after serving two years and two 
months of his three-year sentence. He 
was met at the prison gates by his wifa 
who has striven, without ceasing, for his 
pardon, and they started at once for 
home. 

They were due at 7:30 o’clock last 
night and upwards of a hundred of Mor- 
rin’s comrades in Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers’ Local No. 18 and union 
officials were there to welcome him. The 
train did not get in until 9:25, but none 
of them left. They surged through the 
gate and along the platform. As he 
stepped down someone cried: ‘“‘Here he 
comes.”"" The men crowded around him 
with cheers and words of welcome, and 
it was several minutes before he could 
proceed toward the midway. His moth- 
er and other relatives pressed through 
the crowd and the men gave way. 

In: the midway others were waiting 
and the reception was continued. The 
men all called him ‘‘Paddy’’ and he 
called many of them by their first 
names. One of them snatched off Mor- 
rin’s hat, revealing that his hair had 
grown grayer during his imprisonment. 

As he stood, uncovered, smiling, with 
the breeze tossing his hair, there was a 
salvo of handclapping and cheers, and 
one of the men shouted: ‘‘They convict- 
ed you, ‘Paddy,’ but we knew you 
werent guilty.’’ 

The reception lasted nearly half an 
hour, with shifting groups surrounding 
Morrin. Through it all Mrs. Morrin, 
tired from the day’s journey and worn 
with two years’ working for her hus- 
band’s pardon, stood by, smiling and 
proud. Many of the men shook hands 
with her and told her they were giad for 
her sake that her husband’s prison days 
were over. 

In waiting automobiles Morrin ard his 
relatives and a few friends went to his 
home at 1102 Morrison avenue, where a 
feast for the formal celebration of his 
home-coming had been prepared. 


As he talked there to a Post-Dispatch 7 


reporter he was reserved in his com- 
ments on prison life and the conduct of 
the institution at Leavenworth, but gave 
unrestrained expression to his joy at 
being free again. It seemed that to 
him this was the only t!) ig that mat- 
tered. “Tell them that I’m mighty glad 
to be back,’’ was the message he was 
most anxious to give. He repeated it 
many times. 

In the penitentiary he was manager 
of the construction store and he found 
the work agreeable. He did not get a 
black mark for infractior of any rule. 

John H. Barry, also of St. Louis, who 
was convicted at the same time as Mor- 
rin, received a four-year sentence and 
will not be released before next June. 
Friends inquired at Union Station about 
Berry. 

“He's fine and dandy,” said Morrin. 
“Tl wanted to bring him along, but they 
cculdn't see it up there.”

NEW RATE SCHEDULE HELD UP 


Further Investigation Before Freight 
Advance Is Allowed, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. %30.—Proposed 
increases in transcontinental freight 
rates from the East to intermountain 
territory and from the Pacific Coast to 
the East, which it was estimated would 
bring the rallroads about $20,000,000 a 
year additional, were suspended today 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for further investigation. They were to 
have become effective at midnight. 
The commission suspended the rates 
until Dec. 3. The increases proposed 
were on fruits, vegetables, dry goods 
and many other commodities, More than 
600 shippers were represented here re- 
cently and protested agains the in- 
creases, which were proposed after the 
commission held several months ago 
that transcoritinental roads did not now 
have to meet the competition of the 
Panama Canal.

WOULD BE SLIGHT 


But 3 1-2 Cents Per $100 Ad- 
vance Would Provide for 
Entire Sum. 


An increase in the taxes of but 3% 
cents per $100 of taxable property will 
ba necessary to provide a sinking fund 
fur the payment of the proposed $3,000,- 
0) bond issue for the Board of Educa- 
tion and will include the interest on the 
bor.ds for the 20 years of their life, if the 
proposition is successful at the special 
election in Noveniber, Superintendent of 
Ingetruction Blewett told the Post-Dis- 
patch today. 

The figures were prepared for the 
Superintendent by R. L. Daly, the 
board’s auditor, for use in a campaign 
soon to be launched for the passage of 
the bond issue. They are based on the 
bends being sold at 4 per cent interest. 

Supt. Blewett said that unless the bond 
issue passes, the board and the heads 
of the various departments have come 
to the conclusion that half-sessions in 
the schools will necessarily be extended 
and that the summer schools and night 
schools will have to be abandoned. 


$2,946,000 for Salaries. 

He said the expenditures of the board 
for salaries in the instruction depart- 
ments for 1914 was $2,946,000, while the 
general revenue for the year was $4,709,- 
494. The expenditures for textbooks and 
maintenance was $1,279,677, and for land 
and buildings $721,322.66. 

“You can readily see from these fig- 
ures that we must have the money from 
the bond issue to continue the needed 
buiiding operations,” he said. 

“There is at present a sufficient num- 
ber of children already enrolled in the 
schools and being instructed in portable 
buildings to fill five 24-room_ schools, 
Those must be built and we should also 
figure on one 24-room building and one- 
third of a high school annually to take 
care of the normal increase in the at- 
toi. cance. 

“The old Penrose School, abandoned in 
1917, we are calling into service again 
and at the opening of the schools next 
Tuesday we will have classes in eight 
rooms of this building. You can see the 
extremities we are being put to.”’ 

Dr. James P. Harper, president of the 
board, said the bond issue must pass or 
the school system in St. Louis would be 
get back 20 years.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 30.—A decree 
issued last night revives the law prom- 
ulgated in 1859 by President Juarez put- 
ting all places of public worship under 
the direct control of the Government. 

All property nationalized under the 
Juarez law and left to Catholic insti- 
tutions and also all property of other 
religious institutions, ceded to them aft- 
er the promulgetion of the law, is in- 
volved by the decree. 

The Treasury Department will look 
after the use, conservation and better- 
ment of places of worship, while the 
Department of the Interior will control 
the opening of new ones. Although the 
temples are nominally in control of the 
Clergy, the Government reserves the 
right to police them. The Government 
can divert church property to any pub- 
lie service at any time, but only through 
a decree by the First Chief.

CROWDS LINE STREETS 


Thousands Who Fought in Civil 
War Follow Tattered Flags 
of Old Regiments.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 30.—Thou- 
sands of veterans of the Civil War, not 
a man of them less ‘than 65 years old, 
marched through the streets of Kansas 
City in regimental formation, behind 
their tattered flags, in the annual pa- 
rade today of the Grand Arniy of the 
Republic. Some of them, the older and 
more feeble, leaned on canes or on the 
shoulders of kKhaki-clad Boy Scouts, 
and, now and then, one of the war vet- 
erans, his strength not so great as he 
had believed, was forced to halt while 
his comrades marched on, 

The annual parade is the climax of 
the national encampment. “To march 
with former comrades-at-arms, as 
Capt. Elias R. Monfort, Commander in 
Chief, explained, the veterans will make 
any sacrifice, either physical or finan- 
cial, and many of them count it the 
greatest event of the vear. 

Drums were beating, bands and fif» 
corps were playing and faded blue uni- 
forms, spick and span, Commander 
Monfort and his staff led the march 
in motor ears as the thousands wound 
through crowded sfreets. A public hol- 
iday had been proclaimed in Kansas 
City and reviewing stands were erected 
throughout the business district. BEmer- 
gency hospital units were stationed at 
many c@rners and traffic was halted 
during the several hours of the parade, 
More than a thousand Roy Scouts were 
on hand to aid in whatever way they 
could.

Wilson’s Eight-Hour Stand. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
An unfair attack is being made upon President 
Wilson for the position he has taken in regard 


to the threatened strike of the railroad men. His 
advocacy of the demands of the railroad employes 
of the transportation department, for the estab- 
lishment of a basic eight-hour day as the proper 
standard for a day’s work is in accord with pub- 
jie opinion that has crystallized on this subject. 

All men that are as well organized as the ratl- 
road men have long ago secured the adoption of 
~ th. eight-hour day as a standard for work. And 

there is no logical reason for the denial of this 

humane privilege to the railroad men. Let all 
who condemn President Wilson for his position in 
this matter say what Mr. Hughes would do if he 
were President. In view of Mr. Hughes’ course 
when Governor of New York, it is easy to foretell 
what he would do in this railroad strike question. 

When Governor, he used all his influence to get 
the Legislature of the State of New York to re- 
ject the adoption of the income tax amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States. No juster 
law was ever passed than the income tax law. It 
is a principle of pure equity that one should pay 
taxes in proportion to the property he owns. Mil- 
lions of us would be willing to pay this tax if we 
only had the income. Yet the plutocracy, which 
controls all of the trusts and monopolies and big 
business of the country, try their best to put all 
the burden of taxation upon the poor people and 
those of moderate means. 

Again when Mr. Hughes was Governor he ve 
toed the 2-cent fare bill passed by thé New York 
Legislature. In view of these startling facts, it 
is easy to foresee that, if Mr. Hughes were Presi- 
deft, he would certainly oppose the eight-hour «a 
day standard of work on the rallroad. His sym- 
pathy, and interest, and alliance are all with the 
plutocracy and the special interests. To keep the 
masses of the people in practical slavery to these 
intorests and specially privileged classes is evi- 
dently his intention. He is an ardent and loyal

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THE SUPREME PUBLIC INTEREST. 
Are the railway presidents greater and strong- 
er than the American people? Are the brother- 


hoods of trainmen, embracing 400,000 out of 100,- 


"000, greater and stronger than the American 
people? Are both together more powerful than 
the American people? Can they declare war on 
each other and stop the transportation facilities 
of the country, thus bringing upon the people 
losses and hardships comparable only to those 
which would attend a war with a great foreign 
nation? Can they use the public service cor- 
porations upon which the people depend for 
business activities and the necessaries of life to 
serve their own selfish interests? 

These are questions for the.American people 
to answer through their representatives in Con- 
gress. Congress has the power to meet this 
emergency and protect the people from injury. 
Congress will do what the people want when the 
people clearly express their will. 

The objects of both the railway managers and 
the trainmen are selfish. They want to attain 
their selfish objects regardless of the rights 
and the interests of the American people for 
whose benefit the railroads have been given 
charters with large powers and privileges. In 
his indictment of the railroad presidents for 
their stubbornness in refusing to make any con- 
cessions for the sake of peace, the President 
aptly puts it when he says that rejecting the 
assurances of Congress and the President, “they 
have thought it best that they should be forced 
to yield, if they must yield, not by counsel, but 
by the suffering of the country.” 

Unfortunately politics is in some measure back 
of this stubbornness. Wall Street, which controls 
the railroads, is willing to sacrifice public in- 
terests to private greed and is not averse to 
have the President discredited in the minds of 
the public. 

President Wilson favors neither the employers 
nor the employes. He represents the public. 
He stands for the interests of the public against 
the selfish interests on both sides of the contro- 
versy. Having failed to bring the disputants 
to terms through mediation he asks Congress to 
intervene with legislation which will stop the 
iinpending disastrous strike and: avert similar 
conflicts in the future. The measures he suggests 
are not mere emergency makeshifts to be aban- 
doned after the emergency is over. They are 
measures of sound legislation, every one of which 
should be in the statute books. Four of them 
bear directly upon the pending conflict. Thest 
are the eight-hour law, the Presidential Commis- 
sion to investigate its effects, the increase of 
the members of the Interstate Commerg Com- 
mission and the approval of a consideration by 
the commission of an increase of rates in the 
event it is needed to meet the cost of the eight- 
hour schedule. 

This much at least Congress ought to do at 
once to avert the disaster of the strike. There 
is no more important congressional business than 
this. It is so important that it supersedes every- 
thing else. It is business vital to the life and 
prosperity of the nation. The people as a unit 
should demand that Congress promptly do what- 
ever is necessary to prevent the ruinous con- 
flict. 
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Obligatory training in peace will do away with 
the need of compulsory training in war. 
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DISARM THE GUNMEN. 

When, in_the early days of the milk drivers’ 
strike, a striker under arrest was shot and 
killed by a dairy employe, the Post-Dispatch de- 
manded that the supporters of both parties to 
the strike be disarmed. That was not done. The 
Police Department, which pledged itself to keep 
order, is permitting the henchmen of the dairies 
to go about armed with pistols. These men, in 
the twentieth century, are prepared t6 take the 
law into their own hands as was the custom of 
the bands of armed retainers of the medieval 
barong, 

It is an intolerable situation and must be 
stopped. Fatal injuries have resulted from it, 
and its continuance endangers the life of every 
citizen. Public safety demands that strikes be 
settled without violence. Drawn battles, in the 
city’s streets, are a disgrace to the Police De- 
partment and the authorities generally. The 
Mayor and the Police Commissioners should 
immediately issue orders for disarmament of all 
strike partisans.

ARBITRATION AT HOME. 
The Business Men’s League follows the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange in urging the President to stand 
by the principle of arbitration in the settlement 
of the railway dispute. 
We say to the Business Men’s League as we said 
to the Merchants’ Exchange, apply the principle 
o? arbitration at home.

The total sum appropriat¢d this session by 
Congress for the national defense for the army, 
navy, coast fortifications and the military acad- 
emy, will aggregate about $654,000,000, 

In the Philippines the time has come for the 
extension of the rights of self-covernment after 
nearly 20 years under American rule. At present 
only the lower branch of the Philippine Legisla- 
ture is elected by a small class of voters. The 
Philippine bill abolishes the Philippine Commis- 
sion, an appointive body, and substitutes for it
